If the public could be convinced 
that it Is economy 
to 
begin

fundamentals the problem of progress 
in every line of social endeavor would 
be solved. 
At present the sole 
remedy 
for 
many industrial evils lies in the bet­ 
terment of roads. 
Manifestly, when time is unneces­ 
sarily consumed and labor wasted iii 
transportation of products to market 
there is a fundamental waste.

GOVERNOR SULZER ON ROADS 


Where the householder is merely 
seeking a means of getting from his 
house to some outside point, without 
wetting the sole of his shoe in damp 
weather, there is no substitute for a 
cement walk It is clean, dry, smooth 
and practically Imperishable, but it is 
not artistic, no, riot even pretty. And 
lots of U3 prefer to be artistic even 
if it is damper. 
Cement sidewalks do not harmonize 
with formal gardens. 
They are too 
modern. 
Neither do they lit into the 
beautiful or picturesque landscape, be­ 
cause in both they are too regular 
and mechanical. In fact the best pave­ 
ment known to man has a hard time 
pleasing the doctors of curve and per­ 
spective. 
They tell us that there is 
little sense in going to a lot of 
trouble to get the lawn, flower beds, 
garden, shrubs and trees, all parts of 
a harmonious picture, and then ruin 
the entire effect by drawing a white 
chalk mark across the beautiful can­ 
vas, in the form of a straight cement 
w’alk. 
Of course these sentiments would 
not apply to walks which are much 
traveled, but where some effort is 
made to have the home and its sur­ 
roundings both beautiful and in har­ 
mony. the character arid course of the 
private walks and driveways is of 
great importance, because it is by 
them that we approach or leave the 
house, and along fliest approaches the 
eye most frequently travels. 
Tf we must have cement w*a!ks. let 
them be modest, in their demeanor, 
chi r tint a gray, or, best of all, a pale 
green. The edges snugly joined to the 
turf, bordered, if you will, by beds of 


perennials, with clumps of shrubs in 
the bends, so as to hide the successive* 
views until the full effect is made in­ 
stantly, upon 
rounding 
each 
bent. 
This rule applies to roadways as well 
as walks. 
Do not curve a road or walk with­ 
out some apparent reason. 
A curve' 
without any excuse is merely a wiggle 
and it’s worse than a straight line— 
far worse. 
This does not mean that 
long 
lines 
may 
not 
properly 
be 
curv'd, because they should be, but 
if there is no natural object to curve 
the it around, plant something there, 
a flower bed, a tree or a clump of 
bu.-1: >s. Nature may abhor a vacuum, 
but she abhors a straight line, too, and 
all cf her curves have some reason. I 
A brick, tile or flag walk is per-! 
missible in a iormal garden or land­ 
scape, because it is ancient in usage, j 
not because it is natural. In beautiful 
or picturesque scenes the very best 
taste in 
walks is close-cut green-' 
sward, high enough to dry off rapidly.' 
Next in good order, and certainly tho 
most popular natural walk, is gravel, 
round gravel from some old 
water 
course or beach. 
Gravel is also the best material for 
the private drive, with the possible 
exception of crushed limestone. Make 
the foundation of your gravel walk or 
driveway firm, with a good crest in 
the center. Make the first two inches 
coarse and tho next two finer, binding 
all with a liberal top coating of sand, 
cinders or Ane crushed stone. 
Roll it 
with .a heavy roller and keep vehicles 
off 
when 
wet. 
Rake 
surface

of the hairy seed-pods that succeed 
them had something to do with its 
disfavor. 
The latter are responsible for two 
other designations of this vegetable 
curiosity, for in England, where it is 
grown extensively, it is known as the 
unicorn plant and in Mexico, where 
it grows wild, it is called the devil’s 
finger-nails. 
The pods ar© produced in 
great 
abundance and should he gathered 
when less than half grown, as they 
are worthless after the hardening of 
their substance. 
They are pickled in 
vinegar like cucumbers and are very 
useful in putting up mixed pickles.

A HUMANE WARDEN 


ROBERT W. MCCLAUGHRY TO RE­ 
TIRE FROM LEAVENWORTH 
FEDERAL PRISON. 


Meetings of Fraternal Orders. 


ii BEEN ONTHEJOB LONG ENOUGH" 


I Has Reached the Advanced Age of 74 
Years— Has the Reputation of 
Being Most Humane Prison 
Chief in the Country. 


Babe Unhurt After Long Fall. 
Newark. N. J —Baby Aileen Tray- 
nor IS m onths old. fell from a third 
story window to the ground, and was 
rushed to the hospital. 
The physi­ 
cians could not find any serious injur­ 
ies. 


Leavenworth, Ka?., May 6.—Robert 
Wilson MeClaughry, for the last four­ 
teen years warden of tho federal pen­ 
itentiary here and one of the best 
know n criminologists in the United ! 
States, has forwarded his resignation 
to the departm ent of justice. 
In making known this fact the war­ 
den. who is 74 years old, said he 
thought he ‘ had been on the job long 
enough.” 
W arden MeClaughry probably was 
better informed on 
prison 
affairs 
than any other man in America. 
He J 
served fourteen years as w arden of 
the Illinois state prison 
in 
Joliet, 
ending this service in 1888, when he 
was appointed superintendent of the 
Industrial 
Reformatory at 
Hunting­ 
don, Pa. 
Three years later he became super­ 
intendent of the Chicago police de­ 
partm ent and later superintendent of 
the Illinois State 
Reformatory 
at 
Pontiac. 
W arden MeClaughry was known as 
the “humane w arden.’* 
His advice to 
his subordinates was “treat a prison­ 
er like he was a m an—make a man 
of him.” 
Under 
these 
methods 
prisoners 
were put upon their honor to observe 
the rules. 
Authorities who have vis

made by American investigators to 
determine the value of driving sprays 
in which arsenate af lead at the rate 
of five pounds to IOO gallons of water 
was used against the coddling moth. 
Even under extremely wormy condi­ 
tions the 80 per cent, of the worms 
that went into the calyx ends were 
practically all destroyed by one ap­ 
plication, giving an efficiency of 99 or 
IOO per cent, in every case.

When a cow 1 
persists in milking from one lacta- I 
lion period to another, it is better to j 
milk her than to take any chances on j 
forcing her dry. 
I here is much dan- j 
ger in injuring the cow's udder if 
she is forced dry aud we have found ; 
It the safer plan to milk the animal 
from one lactation period to the next j 
Notwithstanding, it la better for the j 
progeny and for the animal 
herself j 
to have a resting period of six 
to 
eight weeks 
A careful observer will usually find 
that from eight to ten weeks before 
calving the cow will have a strong 
t e n d e n c y to stop giving milk. 
If the 
milker takes advantage of this time. 
there is usually very little trouble In 
getting an animal dry but if she passes 
by this period, a persistent milker la 
difficult to dry up.

and the establishment of His King­ 
dom for blessing the world, as the 
Bible declares. 
Many Christi ins per­ 
ceive that a localized reign of Christ 
in the flesh would be far inferior to 
a spiritaul reign, and hence the gen­ 
eral rejection of all faith in the Sec- 
ond Coming of Christ and His Millen­ 
nial Kingdom. 
He pointed out that all Christians 
firm ly believe that Jesus was a spirit 
being before He was “ made llcsh. 
and dwelt among us.” 
All believe, 
also, that a spirit being is of a higher 
order than a human being, and that 
Jesus made a great stoop when H e 
laid aside the glory of His pre-humar 
condition to become “ the Man ( ’brist 
Testis.*’ 
St. Pau l’s reference to this 
was quoted: 
‘‘Though He was rich, 
yet for our sakes H e became poor, 
that we through His poverty might 
become rich.”
